Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Appl rep urged that written description was provided by large 
number of species representative of genus, disclosure in spec of predictable assay to identify and evaluate function of 
native plant-derived border-like sequences, and that Lilly did not require recitation of structural characteristics if other 
criteria were met. Exmr indicated that "border-like" read on undefined genus, and that there was a large number of 
inoperative embodiments. Exmr proposed that amending claim 3 to recite that the border-like sequences were in fact 
from plants may help further define the genus, but that he would have to consult QAS about the merits of the written 
description rejection. Basis of currently proposed amendment of claim 3 needs to be clearly pointed out. Appl rep 
urged that claims are permitted to encompass some inoperative embodiments; Exmr indicated that Atlas Powder case 
law prohibited the majority of the claim from encompassing inoperative embodiments, as apparently taught by 
Rommens et al article. Appl rep indicated that other data existed to support claim breadth; no commitment to 
consideration of said additional data at this stage in the prosecution. Exmr indicated that current claim 13 was not 
distinguished over prior art, and that Appl arguments implied that the claim was inoperative. Exmr suggested that 
claim 13 be amended to reflect that the progeny plant comprise a border-like sequence from a plant, said border-like 
sequence operably linked (or flanking) a heterologous nucleic acid or equivalent. Basis for any amendments must be 
clearly pointed out, to avoid new matter.. 
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
